Since Sierra Madre is a City renowned for its volun¬ 
teer effoits, it seems only fitting that when it comes to 


be at the top of the list. Not only does it seem that way, 
but in fact, it’s true. 

Lisa Derderian of the American Red Cross was on- 
hand Tuesday night at the City Council meeting to 
present Bill Messersmith with a very nice clock in ap¬ 
preciation for the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s efforts with Sierra Madre’s blood drive. She re¬ 
ported that of 50 cities in the San Gabriel Valley which 
l^rticipate. Sierra Madre has the highest percentage of 
donors. She also thanked Gordon and Mary Lou C^ild- 
well for their efforts, and Bill Messersmith thanked the 
Sierra Madre Civic Club, and a host of other organiza¬ 
tions and individuals. The bottom line is. Sierra Ma- 
dreans rise to the occasion. It was reported that nine 
Sierra Madre blood drives in the past 3-4 years have 
raised 448 units of blood. 

The Council also unanimously passed Resolution No. 
98-45, upholding the appeal of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s decision to grwt a five year extension to the Si¬ 
erra Madre Congregational Church for the properties 
they own at 154, 156, 158, and 160 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. The Council instead granted a two-year extension. 

In other new. City Council meetings will be change 
to Mondays, pursuant to Ordinance No. 1159, which 
pass^ on a 4-1 vote over the objection of Councilmem- 
ber Rob Stockly, who noted that the switch will give the 
Council one less day of preparation, and also that he has 
woiit conflicts on Mondays, periodically. Following the 
30-day period required for an ordinance to take effect, 
the first meeting that would fall under the new ordinance 
would be September’s first meeting, which, ironically, 
will coincide with Labor Day...thereby returning the 
Council meeting for that week to Tuesday. Following the 
second week in September, though, look for City Coun¬ 
cil meetings to take place on the second and fourth 
Mondays of the month. 

The Council also discussed the possibility of setting 
a stopping time on Council meetings, in an item brought 
up by Craincilmember Rob Stockly, as a result of the first

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When I was about twelve years old I 
got ofTeted a real good Satiuxlay summer 
job by agentleman that my family loiew, ■ 
to work and help take care of his yard. I 
jumped at the chance to make a little 
extra money and guess what? He was 
going to pay me fifty cents an hour. That 
meant that if I worki^ five hours for him 
on Saturday, I would make Two dollars 
and fifty cents. For one day! 

Boy!! That was about Ten Dollars a 
month and then with my morning news¬ 
paper route in Sierra Madre for which I 
got about Twelve Dollars a month. I was 
going to be the richest kid in the family. 
If it all worked out I would make Twenty 
two Dollars a month for the summer. 
And that was three months-the mathe¬ 
matics of it all made my head hurt. I’d 
be “rolling in dough” and I’d never made 
that much money before. I was head 
over heels in my daydreams of afflu¬ 
ence. 

The following Saturday Dad drove 
me over to the big estate. I’d never 
looked at the grass before as something 
I would be working on and there sure 
was a lot of it. There was grass all over 
the grounds almost as far as my young 
eyes could see and all the grass needed 
to be mowed every week. I met the gar¬ 
dener that lived on the property. His 
name was Joe and he was getting kind 
of old so I guess he needed help with all 
that grass. I was the man for the job! 

Well, I analyzed my surroundings 
with my usual fantastic abilities and 
decided that I would have no problems 
at all getting everything mow^ on Sat¬ 
urday. Joe show^ me where the lawn- 
mower was and filled it with gas and 
started the mower up for me. Joe got 
me going over in one comer of the prop¬ 
erty and showed me what needed mow¬ 
ing. I looked it over and decided that it 
wouldn’t take me much time at all. I 
asked Joe what he wanted me to do when 
I finished that part of the yard and Joe 
just chuckled. He told me to come and 
see him if I finished on time.

Man, was 
I scared! I remember Dad telling me one 
time that if a dog ever starts to come at 
you, you should just stop and be real 
quiet so that’s what I did.

And then I 
just closed my eyes as I felt Dr. Groth 
take hold of my hand. As he held my 
hand I gritted my teeth and kept my eyes

medical stuff! It wasn’t but a minute and 
Dr. Groth told me to open my eyes be¬ 
cause he was all done.

How absurd my situa¬ 
tion. I planted many trees 
around my house when I 
built it, and now I was 
' wondering if‘my actions 
were criminal by trimming 
them. Life in Sierra Madre 
has sure become a lot more 
complex in recent years 
since the busy-body, 
know-it-all, do-gooders 
have decided to preach 
what it best for the rest of 
us. 

In some communities 
the approach to solving the 
rights of property use by 
owners vs the rights of 
trees to exist is more 
straight forward and less 
humorous than in Sierra 
Madre. When trees are 
poorly positioned for prop¬ 
er use of property they can 
be moved or replaced. 
Removed trees can be re¬ 
placed at a 2 for 1 ratio, or 
more. 

When I listen to the ar¬ 
guments by some of the 
“buggers” I hear them talk 
as if trees live forever. 
They humanize them and 


cry with rhetorical non¬ 
sense. Let’s cut out the 
foolishness. Trees have a 
life span, just like humans.

“Sizing” is an exceilent way to keep garments look¬ 
ing better - especially during the summer months. 
Sizing can repel stains, retard wrinkling and delay 
soiling. Clothes look fresher longer - when property 
sized. 

Many fabrics are tmly enhanced in appearance 
and wear when sized. (The use of starch in shirts is 
a good example). 

Many of us remember when we checked on how 
much sizing a piece of yardage had in it by rubbing 
against itself to loosen the sizing. If too mudi body 
was lost, we didn't buy the yardage. 

These days there are hundreds of different sizings. 
Our problem is this; first, we must discover the type 
of sizing the manufacturer used. This often put us in 
the Sherlock Holmes department as a chemistry 
expert. 

Then we must be certain that all soil and stains 
have been removed from the fabric otherwise, the 
sizing will not penetrate the fibers of fabric.

In 1885 Owen wd Ja¬ 
son Brown built a cabin in 
the foothills of northwest 
Altadena. They loved the 
mountains and nature and 
lived peaceful, happy 
lives. Known as the 
“Brown Boys,” although 
in their 60’s, they were 
popular in the area and 
people often stopped by 
the cabin just to shake 
their hands.

infamous father, John 
Brown, a fanatic abolition¬ 
ist who had died on the 
gallows a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury before in Virginia. 
Owen himself had outwit¬ 
ted pursuers after the raid 
on Harper’s Ferry, slosh¬ 
ing through swamps and 
forests, eating weeds and 
raw com until he reached 
his brother’s home near 
Sandusky, Ill. Until the 
war ended, Owen always 
carried two Colt revolvers 
when he went into 
Sandusky for supplies, as 
the Confederacy was of¬ 
fering bounty hunters 
$25,000 for his capture - 
dead or alive. 

In 1889 he died of pneu¬ 
monia and was buried near 
Brown Mountain, named 
for his father, and located 
not far from the cabin he 
and Jason had built. Re¬ 
cently, his gravestone, 
thought lost, was uncov¬ 
ered when the present 
owner of the property, pre¬ 
paring to place it on the 
market, was clearing 
weeds. 

Owen’s father, John 
Brown, was bom in Con¬ 
necticut in 1800. He mar¬ 
ried twice, fathering 20 
children and moved often 
trying to support his large 
family. John’s own father 
was a strong opponent of 
slavery and John became 
obsessed with the idea of 
taking action to free 
blacks. He felt slavery was 
against Christianity and it 
became a divine mission 
for him. 

In 1856 he headed an 
antisiavery guerrilla group 
in the Kansas territory. 
When the town of 
Lawrence was sacked by a 
mob because of antisla¬ 
very sympathizers. Brown 
organized a retaliatory 
raid. Five men were 
dragged from their cabins 


and hacked to death. 

He continued to believe . 
force was the only way to 
end slavery. With support 
from some prominent abo¬ 
litionists, he was elected 
head of a group of whites 
and blacks who wrote their 
own constitution. He 
helped with the under¬ 
ground railroad and at one 
time lived in a black com¬ 
munity in New York State. 

In 1859 he set up head¬ 
quarters in a rented farm¬ 
house in Maryland, across 
the Potomac near Harper’s 
Ferry, site of a Federal ar¬ 
mory. One night they 
quickly took the armory 
and rounded up 60 hostag¬ 
es. Brown took this action 
in the hope that escaped 
slaves would join the re¬ 
bellion, forming an “army 
of emancipation” to liber¬ 
ate other slaves. This nev¬ 
er came about. Soon Fed¬ 
eral troops under the com¬ 
mand of the then Col. Rob¬ 
ert E. Lee and Lt. J.E.B. 
Stuart stormed the armory. 
17 died, including two of 
Brown’s sons and Brown 
himself was wounded and 
taken prisoner. During his 
trial. Brown conducted his 
defense with dignity and 
sincerity which did win 
him sympathy. However, 
he was hanged on Decem¬ 
ber 2, 1859. The whole 
Harper’s Ferry incident 
was a step bringing the 
country closer to war with 
Brown becoming a martyr. 
The song “John Brown’s 
Body lies a-moldering in 
the grave” became a pop¬ 
ular marching song among 
Union soldiers during the 
war. The same tune was 
used for Julia Ward 
Howe’s “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic.” 

Jason Brown had 
moved to Altadena area in 
1884 with his sister Ruth 
and her husband Henry 
Thompson. Jason bought 


80 acres on the eastern 
shoulder of the Arroyo 
Seco and El Prieto Can¬ 
yon. Owen joined them a 
year later. When he died, 
about 2,000 people attend¬ 
ed his last rites which were 
held in Pasadena with the 
funeral procession on Col¬ 


orado Blvd. Many of the 
mourners were black peo¬ 
ple. The inscription on his 
granite marker says - 
“Owen Brown, son of 
John Brown, the Liberator. 
Died Jan. 9, 1889, aged 64 
years."

simply, “In the last elec¬ 
tion, two out of three of 
you were elected because 
of your conservative stand 
for less government, not 
more. I see this as more 
government, not less, wd 
I don’t like it.” 

Joe Catalano said that 
residents were focused on 
sides of the issue, and di¬ 
verted from development. 
“It seems ridiculous that 
outside developers get the 
same property rights as 
homeowners,” Catalano 
said. “Developers general¬ 
ly do the minimum re¬ 
quired for tree preserva¬ 
tion. You should not apply 
the same rules to develop¬ 
ment property.” 

Unlike first reading, 
during which over 20 peo¬ 
ple spoke to the issue, 
comments were brief 
Tuesday night, with most 
residents who had some- 
thmgtosayappj^ii^^^; 
liiiving that it'liad oeen 
said. Councilmember Kris 
Miller Fisher moved ap¬ 
proval immediately, but 
Councilmember Bart 
Doyle asked whether there 
was any interest in making 
changes, such as the mini¬ 
mum width of a protected 
tree, set at four inches. He 
suggested increasing that 


to six or eight inches. Mill¬ 
er Fisher said that she felt 
four was reasonable. 
When informed by City 
Attorney Charles Martin 
that such a change would 
result in the Ordinance re¬ 
turning to first reading, 
Doyle said, “Thai’s a con¬ 
cern," and the apparent 
preference of the Council 
was to leave it alone and 
pass an ordinance that 
could take effect prior to 
the expiration of the urgen¬ 
cy ordinance, in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Doyle said that he was 
seeking a CEQA exemp¬ 
tion, either categorical or 
pursuant to the mitigated 
negative declaration. He 
laid out seven points by 
which he felt the ordinance 
could qualify for a cate¬ 
gorical exemption, stating 
that mitigation measures 
reduced the environmental 
“to the point of in- 
‘T^Wficartce.’* '' ’ 

Mayor Hayes’ opposi¬ 
tion to the ordinance was 
largely symbolic; he has 
stated that his only real dis¬ 
pute was the definition of 
‘construction’, which he 
feels should be tied to liv¬ 
ing space. He has ex¬ 
pressed desire to get an 
ordinance passed, and said

It’s 
something the community 
can live with.” 

The vote split along the 
same lines as first reading, 
passing by a 3-2 margin, 
with Hayes and Lambdin 
dissenting.

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Arcadia Forms Citizens’ Financial 

Advisory Committee 


By Dan Oakes 

Tlte Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil last week voted by a 3- 
2 margin to form a Citi¬ 
zens* Financial Advisory 
Committee. The decision 
was far from automatic, 
with Mayor Pro Tern 
Roger Chandler and 
Councilmember Robert 
Harbicht both strongly op¬ 
posed to the idea. 

In the staff report read 
by City Manager Bill 
Kelly, pros and cons were 
carefully weighed. On the 
positive side, Kelly noted 
that a committee might 
bring a different perspec¬ 
tive to review the City’s 
Financial systems, and as¬ 
sist in Finding solutions to 
fiscal issues. Kelly also 
noted that a committee 
could broaden the Finan¬ 
cial expertise to which the 
Council has access. 

On the downside, Kelly 
stated that the process can 
be lengthy and time-con¬ 
suming, and that stafFing 
the committee would take 
a substantial amount of 
staff time. He also ob¬ 


served that such commit¬ 
tees have had a demoraliz¬ 
ing effect on employees of 
other cities, and that they 
tend to go outside their 
Council-defined bound¬ 
aries. He concluded that 
they can be the basis of ill 
will if their recommenda¬ 
tions are not accepted by 
the City Council. 

Kelly’s recommenda¬ 
tions for a committee, if 
one were to be formed, 
were that it have a time 
period after which it would 
be dissolved, and that it 
have a deFinitive mission. 
He also added that a cross- 
section of citizens be se¬ 
lected, and that the Coun¬ 
cil make a special effort to 
include those with senior 
level government or cor¬ 
porate experience and a Fi¬ 
nancial background, and 
include staff members. 

Councilmember Gino 
Roncelli moved to form a 
committee to exist on an 
ongoing basis, which 
Kelly hastened to point out 
was very different from 
what City staff was pro¬ 


posing. Mayor Gary 
Kovacic stated that his in¬ 
tentions were a onetime 
committee with a speciFic 
purpose, and Roncelli 
changed his motion to the 
suggestion outlined in the 
staff report. That motion 
passed on a 3-2 vote, with 
Harbicht and Chandler dis¬ 
senting. 

The Citizen’s Financial 
Advisory Committee’s 
scope of work will include 
review and comment on 
the City’s overall Financial 
policies, the re.serve funds, 
their purposes and bal¬ 
ances, the City’s invest¬ 
ment policy, and the cost 
allocation program. 

Harbicht and Chandler 
opposed the formation of 
the Committee on essen¬ 
tially the same grounds: 
From the perspective of 
trust, Harbicht questioned 
why the public would trust 
the Council’s appointees 
any more than the Council 
itself. Harbicht disagreed 
when he stated that no¬ 
body had called into ques¬ 
tion trust of the City Coun¬ 


cil. From the standpoint of 
ability. Chandler said, 
“There aren’t but a handful 
of residents who know as 
much about the City’s 
budget than I do, and that 
handful is comprised of 
former or seated Coun- 
cilmembers.” Similarly, 
Harbicht stated that “No¬ 
body in the City of Arcadia 
has a greater understand¬ 
ing of the City’s budget 
than I do... I’ve worked on 
11 of them.” 

Harbicht added that the 
citizens of Arcadia had 
elected the Council to 
make decisions concern¬ 
ing the budget, and it was 
a responsibility he did not 
intend to pass back to a 
citizen’s group. “If we 
don’t feel confident to 
make those decisions, we 
shouldn’t have run for of¬ 
fice,” Harbicht stated. 

Mayor Kovacic noted 
that the Committee may be 
useful not necessarily be¬ 
cause they know more, but 
because they could bring a 
fresh perspective, and per¬ 
haps notice items which

Plunkett informs me 
that one King of England 
had banned the games be¬ 
cause it was so popular 
among his archers that 
their hand-eye coordina¬ 
tion was geared to it, and it 
was throwing off their ac¬ 
curacy with the longbow. 

The Santa Anita Lawn 
Bowling Club meets on 
the bowling green at the 
east end of Arcadia 
County Park, 405 S. Santa 
Anita (comer of Hunting- 
ton). There are currently 
close to 140 members in 
the club, ranging in age 
from 63 to 90, although it 
is open to members of all 
ages. 

The club also offers free 
lessons, given by Dick 
EIFiott.

Farmers 
Market 
Extended to 
Year-Round

The Arcadia Business Association (ABA), who put 
together Arcadia’s Farmer’s Market, requested two 
change»c«n«emmg the opcMtion of the-Farwer’s-Mar- 
ket. The minor change was for the sale hours to be from 
8:00 a.m. until 1:00 p.m., instead of7:30a.m. until 12:00 
p.m., and with street closure (S. First Avenue, between 
Alta and California) from 7:00 a.m. until 2:00 p.m. in¬ 
stead of 6:00 a.m. until 1 :(X) p.m. The major change was 
to make the Fanner’s Market a year-round event, instead 
of from April 18 through October 31. 

The proposal had the approval of City staff. The Po¬ 
lice Department, Fire Department, Maintenance Service 
Department, City Attorney, and Development Services 
Department reviewed the request, and had no objections. 

Garland Roberson, President of the ABA, noted that 
there are more people still at the Market at 12:00 noon 
than at 7:30. He added that it was his hope that by ex¬ 
tending to 1:00 p.m., the Farmer’s Market could pick up 
more of a lunch crowd for the restaurants. As for the 
year-round request, Roberson stated that with the high 
expense of advertising a reopening, it would be cheaper 
to operate year round. 

The move was protested by four businesses in the 
Farmer’s Market area, spurring concerns raised by 
CouiKilmembers Gail Marshall and Gino Roncelli. “We 
have to take care of our established businesses,” said 
Marshall. Roncelli also questioned what benefit that City 
was receiving from the Farmer’s Market, which has re¬ 
ceived over $ 10,000 in .seed money. Roberson has stated 
that the Farmer’s Market brings interest to the downtown 
area, and has eliminated vacancies. 

Councilmember Robert Harbicht, noting that you 
can’t please everyone, called the Farmer’s Market “an 
unqualified success.” Mayor Gary Kovacic noted that 
while there have been concerns raised by some of the 
businesses, there was also a petition signed by over 20 
First Avenue merchants in support of the proposal. 

Both proposed changes passed on a 3-2 vote, with 
Marshall and Roncelli dissenting.

simple. The ‘jack’, a 
white ball measuring ap¬ 
proximately 2.5" in diam¬ 
eter, is ‘lagged’ or tossed 
along the green, which 
measures 120* square.

bowls, die score is tallied, 
and a new end is played. 
The game consists of a 
predetermined number of 
ends, or in singles, to a pre- 
determined number of 
points. A team or player 
gets one point for each 
bowls closer to the jack 
than the opponent’s closest 
bowl. Thus, only one team 
or player can score in any 
given end. 

So, what’s so hard 
about that? Well, a few 
things, actually. First and 
foremost is the minor de¬ 
tail that the bowls are not 
round, nor are they sym¬ 
metrical. That is to say, 
they don’t roll straight. 
This makes it a bit hard at 
times to accurately throw 
them to the under-three- 
inch jack. The second mi¬ 


nor detail is that it’s per¬ 
fectly acceptable for one’s 
opponents to strike the 
jack, or one’s bowls, with 
their bbWl^. Thus, even 
when you DO get a few 
great throws, there’s noth¬ 
ing to stop a sufficiently 
skilled bowler from 
knocking the jack away 
from your bowls. 

The good news is, you 
can tell ahead of time in 
which direction the bowls 
will ^fade’ or curve. “Ev¬ 
ery end is different. That’s 
the beauty of the game,” 
says Hunkett. “Every time 
you throw the jack, it’s in 
a different position, and 
you have to make adjust¬ 
ments and start all over. 
Even day to day, it chang¬ 
es. Did they cut the grass 
today? Did they water it?” 

Following four or five 
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free lessons with Elliott, a 
new student of the game 
enters what is called a 
“controlled game,” with 
Dick as a partner. Follow¬ 
ing that game, students are 
awarded a certificate and 
name tag, and welcomed 
to the club. Don’t expect to 
master the game anytime 
soon, though. Says Plun¬ 
kett, “You’re never out of 
the learning stage, really.” 

The club is social, yet 
competitive. Semi-regular 
games include barbecues 
and banana splits between 
sessions, and bowlers par¬ 
ticipate in tournaments at 
the club, or compete in 
other clubs’ tournaments, 
from time to time. “It’s a 
real mental game,” says 
Plunkett. “Every time you 
think you’ve got it down 
pat, it goes in another di¬ 
rection.”
